Inatitution’s History. 


The Po Leung Kuk ‘was first 
“rounded in the 4th year of Kwong 
Sui of the ate Tsing Dynasty 
L1878), with due approval of the 
Government, by Mr. Lo Kang- 
yeung and other directors, The 
institute was maintained by sub- 
seriptions made by the directors 
‘of various terms, and. the two 
wards, the Ping On and-the Fuk 
Shau, of the Tung Wah 
were temporarily borrowed as its 
office: In the 17th Year of Kwong 
Sui (1891) Mr. Lok Yam-ting and 
others—thirty in all—on appoint- 
ment as a committee for raising 
subscriptions for the erection of a 
building for the institute, aucceed- 
ed in raising over $30,000 and the 
Tung Wah Hospital gave piece 
of Iitnd on loan for the erection of 
the proposed building. 


Government Subsidy. 


As the institute ig an organisa- 
tion for assisting. the Government 
in administering the Colony, 4 
subaidy of $20,000 was wranted by 
the Government, with the approval 
of the Secretary of State, and an 
Ordinance was enncted for the 
guidance of » the. institute. The 
erection was completed in the 
2ond, year of Kwong Sui (1896) 
and the ceremonies of laying the 
foundation stone and opening the 
door were performed by Sir 
William Robinson, the then | Gov- 
ernor, 36 years BK. The

The Govern- 
ment mpproved of our application, 
and granted us the site mensuring 
about 80,000 square feet, ‘But the 
question of funds wan one of tho 
first Importance.

An 
fortunately succeeded in raising 
$60,000 from the liberal and 
charitable community. 


Large Contributions, 


Sir Robert Ho Tang contributed 
$:10,000 as n filinl memento of his 
Inte mother; Miss Liam Fuk-chi 
$30,000 in memory of Mr. Lau Yu- 
Tong, und Mr, J. E. Joseph, who has 
made wide friendsh{p amony the 
Chinese, $30,000, in remembrance 
of his late mother. Then, through 
the introduction of many of you 
here, further subseriptions were 
secured, making 1 total of $140.- 
y00. That we have been nble to 
raise such a big sum within such 
a short period {4, in fact, all owing 
to the enthuninsm you gentlemen 
have displayed in charity and ft 
will be due to the kindness of you 
charitable gentlemen that better 
accommodation can be afforded to 
the women and girls of the in- 
atitute on the completion of the 
Huilding. 

However, the expenses ‘of the 
institute will grow after ity ore. 
moval, ax the new building is much 
larger, Of the $140,000 that has 
heen seeured, $100,000 jx to be 
spent on the erection of the build. 
ing, leaving anty $40,000 that gan 
he invested fn property for the 
maintenance of the institute. But 
the institute has no’ funds of its 
own, and has to depend every year 
on’ the annual subscriptions made 
hy diferont unions for its main- 
tonance. When the expenses are 
increased, the interest yielded by 
the $40,000 will not support the 
institute. We hope in earnest that 
alt peapte in the Colony will make 
subscriptions to the institute with 
ait Nberality and enthusiasm, ‘so 
that it may have large funds of its 
own, and may be maintained for 
ever. pate

His Excellency's Speech. 


Ilfis Excetlency said:—Mr. Tam

Very soon after I arrived in Hong- 
kong I visited the present Po 
Leung Kuk and was struck very 
much by two things.

It may’ seem strange that I 
should suggest to you: that educa- 
tion may not always bo an unmixed 
blessing, but ft fs just in that truth 
that lies the reponsibility of those 
entrusted with the teaching of 
children.’ It may be that not all 
tenchers are conscious of thin ree- 
ponaibility. It may bo as well that 
they should not be, though I know 
many of them are. Just as It may 
be as well that the woodman should 
busy himself-with the trees' and be 
not concerned, with the wood, or 
that the surgeon should not be too 
conscioun of the risk to his patient's 
life or the suffering he has to en- 
dure. 

But would tho owner of the 
timber regard the skill of his wood- 
man as of little importance? And 
when we have to place ourselves in 
the hands of a surgeon docs any- 
thing much matter except his ability 
to perform the operation? 

We should think it strange to 
read an advertisement for an ac- 
countant in which the requirements 
would be a moderate degree ‘of 
honesty, some acquaintance with 
elementary arithmetic, no previous 
experience. I have never rend in 
a'newspaper, “Wanted a chauffeur, 
must be cheap, no previous experi- 
ence fn driving necessary, ho can 
Iearn in my new, expensive Rolls 
Royee.” That’ is absurd, but then 
it never happens. 

Put I suggest to you that some- 
thing of the sort can be discerned 
In the attitude frequently adopted 
towards the work of — tenchers—— 
“Let them practice on the mind 
and soul of my child.” 

Nor is it only to parents that the 
quality of the teaching and the 
personality of the teacher are of 
vital importance. The future of 
any community will be determined 
by those who are children to-day.

Mr. Dalton. stated that . it was 
feared that Father Tierney, who 


has been held by bandits against 


ransom -at Klenchang, in Kinngsi 
Province, wns dead, although rum- 
ours to this effect had not been con- 
firmed. 


tle added that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment hud ordered the local Ma- 
gistrate to pay full ransom, and 
atated that the British Minister 
was continuing to do everything in 
his power to effect the release of 
Father Tierney if-he is still alive — 
British Wireless. 


A message from Peking on March 
10th stated that the ‘Kiangsi Gov- 
ernment had sent $2,000 to the 
Catholic Mission which would be 
given to the bandits in order to 
avert the immedinte murder of 
Father Tierney, but the bandits 
wore demanding $11,000 and there 
waa much anxiety, as the captive 
priest was believed to be in very 
poor health as a result of the hard- 
ships of his captivity. 

The’ Inst newa reeelved was on 
Tuesday of Inst week, when it was 
reported that the bandits had ex: 
tended by 2 fortnight the time-limit 
in which the ndditienal ransom 
must be paid. ;
